Then, too, the causes of this hegira seem to 
‘be misunderstood. The Examiner regards the 
movement as indicating the conviction on the 
part of these young gentlemen, that “ the Free 
States were no longer worthy the patronage of 
the South.” The young gentlemen in question 
may have such a cbnviction, or they may not; 
but it was not this which impelled them to quit. 
Much less heroic motives prompted their sep- 
aration. They found themselves—part of them, 
at least—locked up in police stations for try- 
ing to mob a lecturer who uttered sentiments 
which they disapproved.; This experience of 
Northern law and liberty disgusted them with 
the North, and so, making. it a question of 
Southern rights, they rallied their Southern as- 
sociates to their aid and took their departure. 


If this is really atest of .the sectional.con-. 


troversy, as the Richmond journals would have 
us understand, then; we submit, that their exult 
ation is premature. These students endeavored 
to introduce into a Northern State one of the 
laws and usages of the South,—that, namely, 
of mobbing a speaker who uttered. sentiments 
which they disapproved. They found them- 
selves at once in an “ irrepressible conflict” 


with: Northern law,—and were defeated. ‘To 


be sure they proceeded at once to dissolve 
their union with the North, by way of resent- 
ing their discomfiture ;—but it remains to be 
seen whether the South can claim’ this as a 
victory or not.. Our own opinion is, that, when, 
Southern patients have occasion to. send for 
any of these doctors, they ‘will wish they had 
staid to complete their education before rush- 
ing, through excess. of patriotism, into prema- 
ture practice. 

Gov. Wisz, as a matter of course, seizes upon 
the opportunity to make a characteristic flour- 
ish of trumpets, and.to exalt the horn of dis- 
union.

If they 
are to .go out of it, we should certainly regret 
to see them. deprived’at once of the means of 
mental culture and of material growth..
